MAKIN.

from San Quentin 
prison under 
the 
provisions of the act passed by the last 
Legislature and known as the "Mon- 
day law," left the prison April 7th. 
Theirdeparture was the cause ofmuch 
excitement among the convicts, nearly 
all of whose terms willbe shortened 
fromone to thirteen days through the 
provisions of this law. In the future 
instead of being released on the day 
upon which their 
sentence 
expires, 


they willbe released on the Monday 
preceding that date. Bythis means all 
of the convicts whose terms expire in j 
any sp ecifid week willbe released on 
the firstday of the week, even if their 
sentence does not expire until six days 
later. Ifa Monday happens 
to be a 
legal holiday the prisoners who would 
be released on that day willbe released 
on the preceding Monday, 
so that it 
will be possible for a convict to secure 
his release thirteen days before his sen- 
tence expires.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


LiHung Chang thinks there are now 


about 5000 regular troops in Mongolia, 
and inclines to the beliefthat they nave 
not joined in the rebellion. He does' 
not think that the court Isinany dan- 
ger and thinks the object ofPrince Tuan 
and General Tung Fu Hsien is to create 
a diversion of interest in orier to foVce 
unconditional protection ofthemselves. 


General Fu Hsien, was, according to 


last accounts, about 150 miles from the 
court with11,000 regular troops, allsup- 
posed to be devoted 
to himself. 
The 


court has about the same number ofsol- 
diers at Singan-fu, but it is probable 
that the troops of Tung Fu Hsien are 
better drilledand better armed. 


Japan shipping companies havebeen 


ordered to hold their vessels inreadi- 
ness for transport service. 
Cruisers on 


the reserve listhave been commissioned 
for active service. 
Allleave has been 


recalled and officers of the first reserve 
have been warned for service. 
There 


is much popular excitement. 


The rumors which have been current 
lately of the outbreak of a rebellion, 
headed by General Tuns Fu Hsien, 
the former commander of the northern 
army, in the provinces of Mongolia and 
Shensi, have been absolutely authenti- 
cated. 


According to expert opinion China 


would be able to pay from £20,000,000 
to £30,000,000 
sterling without crip- 


plingher financial resources, while the 
amount which the powers at present 
demand aggregate from £80,000,000 to 
£100,000,000. 


LiHung Chang and Prince Ching 


have received information of the out- 
break inthe northern provinces, which 
though indefinite,stillproves that the 
court is seriously alarmed. 


The Chinese, in sections beyond the 


defended line of railway, have organ- 
ized as bandits and are overriding the 
authorities, persecuting Christians and 
creating chaos everywhere. 


Itis asserted on good authority that 
Russia is willingto give Japan a free 
hand in Corea witha view to prevent- 
ing her assuming a hostile attitude.' 


Itis believed that the Mongolian re- 


bellion was brought on by the agents 
of Prince Tuan and General Tung Fu 
Hsien. 


CHINA. 


Russia is said to have no intention of 
giving up her place in China, but will 
hold fast to Manchuria.

curred: The insurgent General Arejola, 
with 30 officers and 700 men, at the 
town Nueva Caceras, inthe province of 
South 
Camarines,

cers, 175 men and 135 rifles,at the town 
ofSan Miuel deMayamo, Bulcan prov- 
ince, Central Luzon, and 16 officers and 
70 men inBulacan province and other 
Poillts-lISiS 
: 


Trias, the FilipinoGeneral who re- 
cently surrendered, willsoon leave Ma- 
nila for Lipa and Bataugas, bearing 
credentials from Aguinaldo withwhich 
to treat for the surrender of the insurg- 
ent General Malvar,Tinioand Lucban. 
Genorals Alejandrino, Cailles and La- 
cuna have been outlawed forviolating 
the rules of war, and the remaining re- 
calcitrant rebelchiefs are of no import- 
ance. 
General Trias willalso go to the 
southern islands on a similar errand.

clinched the prosecution. 
He testified that Hoelterman had fur- 
nished money and rice supplies to the 
insurgents.

A circumstance 
over which Genl. 
Harrison 
had no control prejudiced 


Mr. Mann against the future President, 
and 
although 
he never liked him he 
voted for him, as he did for every 
President 
since John 
Adams except 
two, when he voted 
for the 
wrong 
men, one of whom was Cleveland. 


"The death of the remarkable old 
man calls to mind many incidents in 
the history of a lifethat had its begin- 
ning before the birth-of the republic. 
Ho was born in Virginia, September 
15, 1774. 
Two years" later his father 


moved to Kentucky, 
and in 1798, at 


the age of 24, Christopher 
removed to 
Ohio, 
where be 
afterward 
married 


Miss Bfssi« Lusk. 
Leaving Ohio, he 


moved to Indiana, and in 1838 went to 
Missouri, 
settling in Jasper 
county 


where he resided up to the time of his 
death, at the age of one hundred and 
eleven years. 


He 
was 
twice married, 
seventeen 


children resulting from the first mar- 
riage and nine from the second. 
His 


lineal descendants 
include fifteen living 
children, 
forty-two 
grand 
children, 


eleven great-grand -children, six great- 
grent-grand-children 
and 
one 
great- 
great-great grand child.

Chris," as he was called, had a fund of 
interesting anecdotes of the early his- 
tory of the country and the men who 
made its history what it is.
